The provisional stamps of Union- 
town comprised the 2c dark blue, 
Se green, and the 10c red, all type- 
set and printed on white and gray- 
blue paper. The 2c dark blue was 
for local usage and drop-mail, and 
is probably. the rarest of the CSA 
issues. 

P. N. Booker was the postmaster 
at Uniontown and had the stamps 
prepared locally. There are a num- 
ber of variations in each denomi- 
nation, discernible in the inversion 
of sections of the border. The same 
type-setting was used for all three 
denominations, change being made 
in the numerals (Dietz). 

It was not definitely known in 
what size the Uniontown issue was 
printed until. Roger Weill, a dealer 
of New Orleans, located and pur- 
chased from a private collection 
the only known. block of the 2c 
blue. The astounding discovery of 
the full sheet (block of 4) created 
considerable excitement among the 
CSA specialists. 

Mr. Dietz, dean of authorities on 
Confederate issues thus proved his 
theory that all the denominations 
were printed in sheets of four, this 
having been indicated from recon- 
structed sheets of the more com- 
mon 5c green.

After going into all phases of the 
operation of the Center, and seeing 
the 900 visitors passing through on 
that particular day. his decision 
was quickly made. Immediate pos- 
session of all the material he had 
brought was taken by the Center, 
and préparations are being made 
to transfer the remainder of his 
collection to Boys Town as rapidly 
as it can be prepared and handled.

That the combined efforts of 
everyone was successful is evi- 
denced by Camden becoming the 
first day city.

Don’t know what category this 
one would fall in. We couldn’t as 
of this date put it in the ‘‘natural 
resources” since we don’t know 
how it will work out in case of 
war! 


There has been an awful lot of 
mail recently about mixtures — 
mostly on the theme that purchas- 
ers of such have not gotten their 
money’s worth. It has been some 
time ago that the subject was 
handled here and possibly some of 
the points made have been for- 
gotten. 

I think the basic thing to decide 
is just what do you expect from the 
mixture you purchase. 

If it is the addition of varieties 
to your collection, I think you can 
do it easier, cheaper and with less 
fuss and bad feeling by buying 
large size packets, or by buying 
from dealers’ lists, or by approv- 
als. 

I’m afraid that too many folks 
look on a mixture as a place simi- 
lar to a gold or diamond mine 
where at any moment an item of 
substantial value will be uncover- 
ed. Once in a hundred thousand 
times, one might, but usually, 
never. 

It might be a good thing to see 
how a mixture is gathered. A great 
many of them are accumulated by 
Sunday School and Missionary So- 
cieties from mail to members’ own 
homes and the homes and offices 
of friends. Now take your own mail 
for instance. If you remove that 
which has a philatelic origin, the 
rest consists of the ordniary values 
of the regular series, metered mail 
or stamped postal cards and en- 
velopes. Seldom does a commem 
appear. The same thing goes for 
office mail. 

Now where can you expect to 
get all the varieties and good 
stamps you hopefully look forward 
to in the purchase of a mixture if 
they aren’t there in the first place? 
It has been my experience that less 
than 1% of a mixture has any 
worth, and little of that which I 
wouldn’t have been better off buy- 
ing per item. 

Another thing mixture-buyers 
fail to realize is the matter of cost. 
When a dealer buys up to a ton or 
more of the stuff you. must remem- 
ber that besides the priee per 
pound, he must also pay the freight 
to his place of business. He also 
has the expense of packaging it, 


cost of wrapping materials, cleri- 
cal work and postage to the buyer. 
Now the government says your 
work is worth at least a dollar an 
hour, but I am sure practically all 
of us feel we are entitled to, and 
do get, much more. Your mixture 
dealer feels the same way — he’d 
like at least to get a living wage 
out of his work and investment. 

Now with all this money tied up 
in a mixture before it is even 
sold, just what would you think 
it should sell for? I think you’d 
state that even pure trash was 
worth a dollar a pound just for all 
you had in it, and that, would get 
you but a small sum per pound 
profit. 

There is no doubt but what mix- 
tures are picked to a more or less 
degree. Some dealers stir through 
quickly and generally and if there 
happens to be a good item catch 
their eye, take it. Others who think 
less of the value of their time will 
be a bit more picky. 

I used to buy U.S. mixture from 
a regligious institution every sev- 
eral months when I’d get the urge 
to drive there for a load. They had 
burlap bags of the stuff which I 
definitely knew had not been pick- 
ed either by them or at the source. 
They would sell me that for $1.50 
per pound. It was quite poor if 
everything — few commems, high 
values or airmails. 

Now, I could also buy a mixture 
at $1 per pound which had been 
picked through by them. But here’s 
the joker. This dollar mixture had 
loads more commems, airs and hi- 
vals than the $1.50 and there’s a 
reason. The organization was look- 
ing for certain stamps only. 

In sorting through the stuff which 
came to them, they would throw 
away much of the common and 
damaged material. To the re- 
mainder they would add the more 
desirable items and make an out- 
standing buy at the dollar per 
pound. I think that is the type mix- 
ture most have in mind when they 


send away their money — but 
there isn’t much of that kind 
around! 


You will find a number of mix- 
ture ads in Linn’s. One time you 
might get an outstanding deal 
from one source and the next time 
not so good. You must remember 
here that the dealer can’t control 
what he gets from the Sunday 
Schools and Missionary Societies, 
and one time the contents might 
be good, and the next not so hot. 

Don’t be so apt to accuse the 
man of picking — it’s done — but 
I think you will agree that he can, 
and for the most part does, find 
more profitable occupation than 
tedious wading stamp by stamp 
through an accumulation. 

Kilo boxes, even sealed by the 
issuing government, do not guar- 
antee anything for your money. 
There might be some monkey- 
shines between the postal adminis- 
tration and preferred clients, and 
then again at the time the kilo 
stamps were gathered, the country 
didn’t have much in the way of 
variety to its stamps. 

There are so many variables that 
nothing can be guaranteed as to 
content unless the accumulation of- 
fered has been put together by 
hand and with premeditation. Then 
if it doesn’t contain what the ad 
says it should, fire it back for a 
refund. But when ‘you do, don’t 
cheat by keeping out several nice 
items. The dealer might notice and 
refuse — and I don’t blame him. 

Buy mixtures for fun, like you 
would an admission to a show or 
other amusement. When you’re 
done with it thke the little you can 
use and burn the junk. 

If you’re thinking of swapping 
the many duplicates for other 
stamps for your collection just re- 
member that’s quite expensive. 
You have to have a stock book or 
other container, you have to sort 
and catalog, and if your co-swap- 
per isn’t right close you have post- 
age and stationery costs. This is 
all quite expensive when you com- 
pare the simple process of buying 
by packet, list, or on approval. 
Less time consuming, too. 

There are mixture houses of

Dear Alfred: 


We have just finished ur Centenary Celebrations and I am send- 
ing this to you in a FDC, and inclose a Pitcairn Island and Norfolk 
Island combination cover, and also a photo of my wife and myself 
taken outside our front verandah. 

You probably know that your grandpa and I have corresponded 
for the past three years. He read somewhere that while I was in the 
Marines I visited this Island, and then when I retired I came back 
here. Soon thereafter I met a New Zealand girl who was here on a 
visit, and we were married. Don’t you think we look happy? 

It is winter here now and we are getting a lot of rain. The gardens 
are doing well. It often rains at night and clears off with a bright, 
sunshiny day. We have only had a few log fires so far this year and 
they really weren’t necessary. The year-round climate -here is hard 
to beat. In winter, seldom blow 50°F; in summer never above 88°F.

We trust that our readers have 
by now sufficiently recovered 
from the rigors of our trip to 
British Guiana to tackle the next 
stop in our alphabetical global 
tour of the British possessions, 
British Honduras, Her Majesty’s 
only Crown Colony on the Cen- 
tral American mainland. 

It is a narrow strip roughly 
175 miles long and 70 miles wide 
for a total area of slightly less 
than 9000 square miles, roughly 
the size of Wales. It is bounded 
on the east by the Caribbean Sea 
and on the south by Guatemala, 
on the west partly by Guate- 
mala and partly by Mexico and 
on the north by Mexico. 

Strangely enough, British Hon- 
duras does not border on the 
Republic of Honduras. The colony 
is fringed with a low-lying coast- 
al plain, much of it covered with 
mangrove swamps, but inland the 
land rises considerably, the high- 
est point being Victoria Peak 
(3700 feet) in the Maya moun- 
tains. 

British Honduras is liberally 
intersected by streams of clear, 
potable water and the scenery 
along the riverbanks is often 
breathtakingly beautiful. Most of 
the rest of the colony is covered 
by dense jungle from which ma- 
hogany, cedar, Santa Maria, 
sapodilla (the source of chicle 
used as a base for our American 
chewing gum) and other forest 
giants tower. 

British Honduras owes all its 
economic importance and all its 
history to her gigantic and long- 
established timber industry. For 
over 300 years, huge combines 
as well as individual loggers have 
chopped and sawed away, yet 
there are still 3000 square miles of 
a total forest land of about 8150 
that haven’t been touched yet! 


So common are the wood types 
that we in the United States con- 
sider rare and decorative that the 
poorest native’s crude kitchen ta- 
ble is made of solid mahogany! 
And since familiarity breeds con- 
tempt, it is considered smart in 
British Honduras to conceal the 
wood, wherever possible, be- 
neath a layer of fiberglass or 
patterned linoleum. 

We have assembled some inter- 
esting notes on the development 
of this colony’s forest indus- 
tries and plan to devote one 
or perhaps more columns _ to 
the subject. But first, let 
us take a look at British 
Honduras’ population of close to 
85,000 inhabitants of whom 30,- 
000 reside in the capital city of 
Belize. 

Almost three quarters of this 
total consists of persons of Afri- 
can descent whose forefathers 
were brought to the colony to 
work in the woods in the days 
before slavery was _ abolished. 
There is said to be practically no 
racial discrimination in British 
Honduras due to the peculiarly 
close master-and-slave relation- 
ship of the colony’s early period. 
During the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies, the fortunes of the settle- 

















ment were always precarious and 





there was seldom more than a 
handful of white men holding the 
fort at the mouth of the Belize 
river. The colonists were subject 
to frequent attacks by the war- 
like Indians of southern Yuca- 
tan, and to the constant threat 
of action by the Spanish, who 
never recognized the legality of 
their settlement. 

They could only hope to de- 
fend themselves and keep their 
foothold by arming their slaves, 
who certainly would have taken 
the first opportunity of pistolling 
their masters in the back if their 
servitude had been unduly op- 
pressive. 

The next largest groups are 
the Mayan Indians who account 
for 17% of the population. Cen- 
tral America’s vast Mayan Em- 
pire had already started to decay 
at the time of Columbus and 
these are the last, rather pitiful 
descendants of this once power- 
ful race. 

The forests of British Honduras 
are especially rich in Mayan re- 
‘mains, but they lie buried in 
thick jungle and none have been 
fully explored. Today’s Indians 
are mostly small farmers, barely 
eking out a living from the soil. 
Tne next largest group are the 
so-called “Caribs” who live in 
shacx settlements along the coast 
and who form 7% of the popula- 
tion. The Caribs are the result 
of tne union of slaves with the 
aboriginal Indians of the Carib- 
bean, who are now virtually ex- 
tinct. They are negroid in appear- 
ance and speak a strange Afri- 
can tongue, but have retained 
many features of the civilization 
of the Indian side of their an- 
cestry, including semblances of 
polygamy, a matriarchal society 
and a separate language spoken 
only by the women! 


The “Europeans” are much the 
smallest group in British Hon- 
duras amounting to about 2500 
souls. 

Politically, the course of re- 
cent history of this colony has 
paralleled that of British Guiana, 
but only to a point. Here, as in 
British Guiana, the Colonial Of- 
fice in London decided to grant 
the people a liberalized constitu- 
tion and the first elections were 
also held at about the same time, 
in the spring of 1954. Again, to 
the surprise of the British, a 
lightly regarded group of bush- 
league politicians called the “Peo- 
ple’s United Party” or P.U.P. 
walked away with the election, 
capturing 8 of the 9 elected seats 
in the important Legislative As- 
sembly. 

As its counterpart, the P.P.P. 
in British Guiana, the P.U.P. 
also was dedicated to the ouster 
of the ruling authorities and the 
establishment of a totally inde- 
pendent British Honduras. Fur- 
thermore, it has been established 
that. the leaders of the victor- 
ious party had been in close but 
secret contact with the Arbenz 
government of Guatemala. 


Guatemala has long maintained 
a claim to the territory of British 
Honduras as the legatee of 
Spain but does not have a strong 
case as the colony is hardly La- 
tin American in any sense. Never- 
theless the British who cracked 
down hard in a similar situation 
in British Guiana decided to take 
a chance and turned over con- 
trol of the internal policy of 
British Honduras to a P. U. P. -ad- 
ministration. 

Perhaps the leaders of what is 
at least nominally a revolution- 
ary movement have mellowed in 
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their attitude towards imperial- 
ism since tasting the heady wine 
of power. The fall of the Arbenz 
government in neighboring Gua- 
temala may have something to 
do with it also. The British count- 
ed on the historical fact that many 
a political firebrand settled down 
and became a moderate once in 
office and are quite satisfied with 
the way things have turned out. 

British Honduras suffers some 
other disadvantages besides these 
inherent in what is largely a 
“one-crop” economy. The eco- 
nomic structure of the country 
is still dependent on the weather. 
and seasons to an unfortunate 
extent. In forest operations log- 
ging is at its peak during the 
annual dry season _ roughly 
March, April and May, and chicle 
collection is possible only during 
wet periods, common between 
June and January. On the land, 
the sugar cane crop is harvested 
and milled from January to May 
or June, while citrus is harvested 
and milled from September to 
around the end of December. 
Within the country there is a 
regular movement of workers 
from area to area in search of 
seasonal employment in the dif- 
ferent industries, and even in 
good years there tends to be un- 
employment and underemploy- 
ment between seasons.

The airmails have progress as 
their theme. From the 5c stamp in 
black depicting archaeological Mex- 
ico, the times pass on values of 
10c, 50c, 1P 1.20P, to the 5P pic- 
turing modern Mexico, in green. 
The new value of 1.20P covers the 
basic five gram air rate to Spain 
and certain other countries of 
Western Europe.

HOW TO ENJOY 
PLATE BLOCK COLLECTING 
PART II 


Your next thought may be how 
easy or difficult it is to keep up 
with it? There are numerous ways 
of shaping up a plate block collec- 
tion. For the most part it is a 
combination of time and/or money. 
If you are lacking one, you may 
resort to the other means. That is 
to say if you cannot afford to pay 
premiums, or do not wish to do so, 
you will resort to obtaining your 
plate blocks through various post 
offices or philatelic agencies. 

You may have to make frequent 
trips. With some you may be more 
fortunate than with others. If you 
have the time and if you enjoy 
this method, many collections have 
been pleasantly built in this man- 
ner. 

You can also seek out other col- 
lectors, in the same city or out of 
town, with whom you can corres- 
pond and exchange, on an equitable 
basis. In local clubs you may find 
other collectors who may have dup- 
licate material that could be of 
help to you in return for similar 
help you can offer in exchange. 

All these methods revolve around 
time, if you have enough of it. 

The degree of success can not 
be guaranteed. Much depends on 
you and your good fortune in 
lining up such associates who can 
be counted on to be of help regu- 
larly. The word ‘regularly’ is 
stressed, with emphasis, for as 
long as new issues will keep com- 
ing out both you, your friends and 
associates need to maintain the 
same degree of effort and regular- 
ity to be of help to each other, or 
else you may find yourself at a 
standstill, or making little progress 
in your collection. 

It is better to know and be pre- 
pared, in advance, that in the event 
any one method pursued should not 
yield the most and desirable re- 
sults, an alternate method should 
be in readiness at all times. That 
would be, in case. of the above 
method failing, or not yielding long, 
lasting results, to make use of the 
services of a-plate block dealer. 

By way of illustration, let’s take 
a stamp like the Ohio of 1953. If 
after having exhausted all your ef- 
forts to obtain all numbers and po- 
sitions (assuming you collect plate 
blocks in this manner), and you 
were only able to obtain all but 
four positions through the medium 
of post offices, philatelic agencies 
and other stamp collectors, it would 
be wiser to obtain the remainder 
of the plate blocks, to complete

your set, from a plate block dealer 
at the earliest possible date, rather 
than wait indefinetly to obtain 
them. The longer you wait, the 
slimmer are the chances. to find 
the missing plate numbers and po- 
sitions you need, and in time could 
become more costly to you. 

There is one more method of 
building your collection and that is 
completely through the efforts of 
a stamp dealer who is a plate block 
specialist. If you are limited in 
time and cannot regularly devote 
as much as is necessary to keep up 
with the plate block collection, 
these days much more so than in 
the past, there are more plate 
block dealers who will devote their 
time in bringing and keeping you 
up to date with all new issues soon 
after their appearance. 

If obtained soon after their re- 
lease, and if reservations are 
placed for every new stamp, they 
could be obtained at the lowest 
basic premium as a service charge. 
Frequently you may find that if 
your free time is precious to you, 
it will compare very favorably 
when employing the services of a 
stamp dealer on whom you can 
rely in the building of your plate 
block collection. 

By comparison, to many people 
the time they would have to spend 
themselves is worth a lot more 
money than what it would cost 
them from a stamp dealer. 

A psychological effect will oc- 
casionally overtake a collector who 
in the past has enjoyed obtaining 
all his plate blocks through his own 
efforts and then is suddenly 
faced with more pressing prob- 
lems, forcing him to neglect his 
plate block collection for some 
time. Summer, with hot spells and 
rainy seasons also have effect on 
a collector’s ambitions and ener- 
gies, and force him to retard the 
progress of his collection. 

The crucial point is when the in- 
dividual takes a stubborn stand 
against changing the method em- 
ployed in the growth of his collec- 
tion. He has been used to taking 
the frequent walks, or writing the 
letters to correspondents for the 
plate blocks he needed and wanted. 
He doesn’t feel like doing it right 
now or he hasn’t got the time to 
do it, and yet he hates to resort to 
another method of keeping up his

collection. This is like having the 
cake and wanting to eat it too. 
Conditions like these are not 
common, yet a normal manifesta- 
tion of human behavior and it is at 
a time like this where the danger 
of losing interest completely is at 
stake. The awareness that a con- 
dition like this could happen and 
preventing it from taking place 
would be a great accomplishment 
and would avoid great disappoint- 
ment. The state of mind of an 
average collector is subject to such 
reaction in the course of years. 
Knowing this could happen, a con- 
dition like this is like an illness for 
which there is the common slogan, 
“fan ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure’. Keeping your 
interest alive and preparing a solu- 
tion for any eventuality is of para- 
mount importance to plan, in ad- 
vance, when and if you can.

keen-eyed Rev. Horn, President of 
the St. Gabriel Philatelic Academy, 
church philatelist par excellence, 
along with His Eminence Cardinal 
Spellman, wrote to the writer in- 
quiring about ‘‘something in the 
background” of a 25 piaster blue 
Lebanese stamp of 1925.

The precise nature of Fr. Horn’s 
concern centered around something 
that seemed to suggest a church. 
The good padre forwarded a poor- 
ly-reproduced picture clipped from 
some obscure philatelic publication 
to bear out his contention. His eyes 
had really been hitting 20-20 when 
they recognized the smeared blurb 
in the center as a church. 

The writer, who had witnessed 
his first Maronite Mass in the 
building in question, on Christmas 
morning of 1950 readily recognized 
it as St. George’s Cathedral, seat 
of the Maronite Archbishop of 
Beirut, named in honor of this 
land’s (and Britain’s) patron saint, 
who reputedly slew the Dragon in 
a Beirut suburb some 1900 years 
ago, and he promptly advised 
Fr. Horn of the fact. 

*‘Why hasn’t someone picked that 
one out before?’’ cried the phil- 
atelo-priest, who then asked for 
the date of founding and other per- 
tinent data on this structure in 
honor of the saint—whom the Ara- 
bic-speaking Lebanese Christians 
call ‘‘Mar Juryus”’ and their Mos- 
lem fellow countrymen (who also 
have a thinly-disguised St. George 
cult) ‘“al-Khodr’’ (‘‘The Green 
One’’). 

The reason, Father Horn, is 
Scott’s and Gibbons’ deplorable 
policy of only showing one désign 
of long pictorial sets and of indi- 
cating other designs by a few cryp- 
tic words. ‘62, A2, 25pi. ultrama- 
rine (Square at Beyrouth) 50 50” 
says Scott, whose A2 illustration 
shows a Moslem-minaret-studded 
Beirut port-section scene, with a 
frame so unlike No. 62’s that only 
the country name is a recognizable 
similarity. Gibbons is worse. ‘‘Bey- 
routh”’ he says, copying Scott’s and 
Yvert’s non-English spelling. 


Only Yvert and Tellier, whose 
French Empire pride still keeps 
Lebanon in the French Union vol- 
ume and under ‘‘G’”’ (for ‘‘Grand 
Liban’’, its 1920-1926 early French 
mandate name), shows all of the 
designs, but, as some of us are 
aware, Yvert’s cuts leave much to 
be desired. 

As stamps cataloging 50c usual- 
ly sell for 25c in the U.S., Father 
Horn further asked the writer to 
procure two copies of No. 62. 
Then the real trouble began. 
Neither Scott nor Yvert (which 
prices No. 62 at 100 francs, around 
30c) seem to realize that while 25 
piasters is now ‘‘chicken feed’’ in 
Beirut (about 8c) it was, in 1925, 
big money, and represented = 
high value, similar to today’s 
piaster (3 Pound) airmail. Very 
few of these high values remain in 
Lebanon, as they usually pay for- 
eign registered airmail and air 
parcel post fees. Virtually none of 
the high values were accumulated, 
except with the complete set, in 
1925, that condition is even more 
true today. 

Many of the big dealers and tiny 
stamp shops were canvassed in 
turn (fortunately there are only 20 








in Beirut. and 30 in. all Lebanon) 





without avail. A few had complete 
mint sets but none could produce 
singles of the high value, and it 
seemed a shame to oblige Fr. Horn 
to purchase two mint sets at about 
12 Pounds to get two singles sup- 
posedly worth less than 2 Pounds.. 
It now appears that No. 62 may be 
a ‘“‘sleeper’’ and worth the com- 
bined rest of the set. 

After several months, an Armen- 
ian-Arab dealer, Elias Loussian, 
dropped by with a tiny glassine 
envelope in his hand. 

“Before I show it to you’’, he 
said, ‘‘I want you to tell me again 
why your priest friend wants this 
particular stamp. Is it for his col- 
lection, or merely to study and 
photograph for the subject matter? 

‘“‘He wants two presumably phil- 
atelic copies, but I think he is also 
anxious to study and to reproduce 
an illustration of the cathedral in 
the background.”’ 

“Well if that is the case,” said 
Loussian, ‘‘you may send him this, 
with my compliments, as a starter. 
When and if two singles, in good 
condition, ever turn up, which I 
doubt, I will open negotiations to 
get them at the fairest price pos- 
sible.”’ 

With that, he handed over Bei- 
rut’s only know single copy of No. 
62, which is reproduced above. 


It is facially presentable and il- 
lustratable, with a light cancel 
(not touching St. George’s cathe- 
dral), but the back must remain 
discreetly unviewed, as it hides a

tear half way through the left mar- 
gin, a creased and torn upper left 
corner (below which is a thin spot), 
and a badly mangled perf, third 
from right. Aside from a 7mm 
dent or crease near the left side, 
there is absolutely nothing else 
wrong with Father Horn’s master- 
piece of Twentieth Century phil- 
atelic sleuthing. 

By a strange coincidence the 
view shown on No. 62 represents 
virtually the only corner (S.W.) of 
Beirut’s principal square which 
still remains in essentially its 1925 
form. If we add sidewalks, asphalt, 
two street car lines, a traffic is- 
land, traffic police platform and 
swarms of 1956 American cars, all 
else remains the same. The place 
is now officially named ‘‘Martyrs’ 
Square’ ’in honor of the Arab Na- 
tionalist patriots (forerunners of 
Algeria’s insurgent forces to today) 
who were executed there by the 
Turks during World War 1. 


French residents, however, still 
call: it ‘‘Place des Canons” in 
memory of some old Turkish artil- 
lery pieces once displayed there, 
while 99% of the people call it 
‘“‘al-Burj” (‘‘The Tower’’) in mem- 
ory of a fortress tower which once 
overlooked it during the reign of 
Lebanon’s greatest prince, Fakh- 
reddin II al-Maani (1572-1635), also 
executed by the Turks for his at- 
tempts to free Lebanon from Ot- 
toman domination. 

This is but part of the fascinating 
story behind the scene now brought 
into prominence due to Father 
Horn’s indefatigable search for 
“Religion on Stamps’’, occasioned 
this time by St. George’s Cathe- 
dral having crept into the back- 
ground of Lebanon No. 62.

tion’s National Camp on Bomoen 
at Voss. It was just the ordinary 
double ring type with the camp des- 
ignation. The camp was open 
from August 1 to 9. 

Covers with impressions of the 
postmarks were received from 
Gunnar Madsen, Tollose, Den- 
mark; Henry Runhag, Enkoping, 
Sweden; Martin Bostrom, Hertig 
Karlsalle 59B, Orebro, Sweden 


Odjfell Honored 
By Elmhurst Group 


Abraham Odfjell, noted philate- 
list of Bergen, Norway, was elect- 
ed as the first member of the Hall 
of Fame of Distinguished Philate- 
lists of Mexico, established recent- 
ly by the Elmhurst Philatelic So- 
Elmhurst, Ul. A scroll at- 
testing to this honor, was pre- 
sented to Mr. Odjfell through the 
U.S. Consulate in Bergen. 

The Elmhurst group collects the 
stamps of Mexico as a club pro- 
ject. and has a wide membership 
that includes the leading Mexico 
philatelists of the world. The Hall 
of Fame of Distinguished Philate- 
lists of Mexico was established by 
the society to give recognition to 
persons past and present who have 
made outstanding contributions to 
Mexican philately. Each year 
nominations are made by club 
members and referred to a special 
committee which then presents its 
recommendation to the entire vot- 
ing membership. 

In ordér to keep its world wide 
membership informed, the Elm- 
hurst Philatelic Society publishes 
‘Mexicana’, a quarterly loose- 
leaf type publication which con- 
tains original research material 
on the stamps of Mexico. The so- 
ciety meets twice-a-month at ‘the 
homes of members from Septem- 
ber to June. 








Cacheted Cover For 
Railroad Celebration 


This is the 25th anniversary 
year of the completion of the ‘‘In- 
side Gateway Route’ between 
Cajifornia, Oregon and Washington 
via the Western Pacific, Great 
Northern, and Spokane, Portland 
& Seattle railroads. It is the 45th 
anniversary year of the entry of 
the first “iron horse”’ into Bend. 


| And also the 70th anniversary year 


for the establishment of the first 
post office at Bend, Ore.

Conference of Presidents 


To mark the recent meeting of the presidents of the American 
republics at Panama City, Panama recéntly that nation issued a set 
of 24 commemorative stamps which had a rather short life. It was 
sold out as possible complete sets by the end of the conference, al- 
though there are a number of the values still obtainable in quantity. 

Of especial interest to collectors in the United States is the fact 
that President Dwight Eisenhower appeared in one of he designs. (Up- 
per right stamp, above cover). This is the first denomination which 
was completely sold out and is now very much in demand by topical- 
ists and others. 

First day covers from Elmer S. Smith, P.O. Box 3714, Ancon, 
Canal Zone have one each of the other items in the set. They too 
show a president of the American Republics, are all of a 6c denomina- 
tion, and are airmails. The release date was July 18. 

Printing of the frames, which include the flags of the 21 American 
republics, is by offset, while the portrait vignettes are from halftone 
plates. Estrella of Panama produced the issue. 

The countries and their presidents are: Argentina - Pedro Aram- 
buru; Bolivia - Dr. Victor Paz Estensorro; Colombia - Gustavdé Rojas 
Pinilla; Costa Rica - Jose.Figueres; Brazil - Dr. Juscelino Kubitschek; 
Venezuela - Marcos Perez Jimenez; Guatemala- Carlos Castillo Armas; 
Cuba - Fulgencio Batista; Chile - Carlos Ibanez del. Campo; Ecuador - 
Jose Maria Velazco Ibar ra; Salvador - Oscar Osorio; Haiti - Paul 


E. Magliore; Honduras - Julio Lozan Diaz; Mexico - Adolfo Ruiz 
Cortines; Nicaragua - Anastasio Somoza; Panama - Ricardo Arias 


Espinoza; Paraguay - Alfredo Stroessner; Peru - Manuel Odria; Do- 
minican Republic - Hector B. Trujillo; Uruguay - Alberto F.'Zubiria.

specialists. It occasionally gets in- 
to controversies via letters to the 
editor. The philatelic literature re- 
views, various officers columns, 
reports of chapters and gossip in 
general just about round out every- 
thing you would expect from a 
useful magazine. 

Reporter: Does it carry adver- 
tising? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: Yes, but offer- 
ings of philatelic material or serv- 
ices are limited to members of 
the society. 

Reporter: How long has the 
magazine been published? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: Seventy year’s, 
that is, for the life of the A.P.S. 

Reporter: Is the editor a profes- 
sional? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: I take it that 
you mean is he a professional edi- 
tor. Yes, Charless Hahn, of Win- 
netka, Ill., has always been in the 
editing and publishing field. 

Reporter: What is your next most 
used service in the. society? 


Mr. Apfelbaum: Probably the 
Sales Department. 
Reporter: How is that depart- 


ment run? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: J.E. Guest of 
Dallas, Texas, is the sales mana- 
ger. For a reasonable charge he 
furnishes members’ with small 
books that have space for 120 
stamps. Members mount their du- 
plicates or otherwise saleable ma- 
terial in these and send them to 
Mr. Guest. He sends them out to 
members who want to buy. The 








buying members are arranged on 
circuits according to their interests 
and the books go from one to an- 
other until they have gone the 
rounds. Then they are retired and 
returned to the owner with a set- 


tlement. The Society takes 15% 
commission, 

Reporter: Do sales amount to 
much? 


Mr. Apfelbaum: For some time 
they have been running about 
$100,000 a year. 

Reporter: How many members 
patronize the circuit? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: I don’t exactly 
know, but I believe it to be between 
3000 and 4000. 

Reporter: How long has Mr. 
Guest been running the depart- 
ment? 


Mr. Apfelbaum: Over thirty 
years. 
Reporter: Is the Sales Depart- 


ment always able to send members 
the type of stamps they want? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: No. The demand 
for fine quality early United States, 
Canada and other popular groups 
is always greater than the supply 
entered in the circuit. But then the 
stamp trade is also always short 
on the same things. That is why 
they bring such good prices. Mr. 
| Guest does the best he can with the 
material available. 

Reporter: We've talked about 
your magazine and your sales cir- 


cuit. What else does the A.P.S. 
have? 
Mr. Apfelbaum: Oh, many 


things. The large group of hand- 
books on specialized subjects is an 
important activity. Members can 
buy these for very reasonable 
prices. 

Reporter: Who or what deter- 
mines the subjects of the hand- 
books? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: A committee of 
the Society, at present headed by 
David Lidman, selects the manu- 
scripts that are to be used. Topics 
of a wide variety are accepted. 
The quality of writing, accuracy of 
content and possibility of sales are 
considered by the committee. sev- 
eral fine works are at present be- 
ing produced. The subjects that I 
can think of are Haiti, Alaska, and 
the Railroad Postmarks. There are 
also several others. 

Reporter: Does the A.P.S. have 
branches or local affiliated clubs? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: That is quite 
an important activity. Any group 
of five or more members can form 
a chapter or can be the body to 
bring a stamp club into chapter 
relationship. About 300 such groups 
are organized in every state of the 
union and some foreign countries. 
There is also the form called a 
Unit, where members are organ- 
ized generally on a national basis 
to promote the collection and study 
of a specialty. Units are active in 
many of the leading fields of phil- 
ately. 

Reporter: I take 
A.P.S. members are 
and units. 

Mr. Apfelbaum: No. After the 
first five A.P.S. men organize a 
chapter, membership is open to 
anyone that the chapter. club 
makes eligible. The same applies 
to units. Only the nucleus must 
be A.P.S members. 

Reporter: Are there many such 
chapter members who are _ not 
A.P.S. members? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: Yes, there must 
be many thousands, and we are 
making a strong effort to bring 
them into the Society. Our mem- 
bership gain of the past year is 
due in part to the success of this 
drive. 

Reporter: Who does the detail 


work and record-keeping? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: We have a large, 
fully-equipped central office in 
State College, Pa. It has a full- 
time staff of three and occasional- 
ly employs extra help as at dues 
collecting time. It is in charge of 
the Executive Secretary, H. Clay 
Musser, who has held the position

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ago. He is a capable accountant 
and keeps complete records of 
members past and present. 


Reporter: Is he an elected of- 
ficial? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: No. he, the 
editor,. and sales manager are 


appointed by the president sub- 
ject to the approval of the board 
of directors. 

Reporter: How many, and who, 
make up the board of directors? 
Mr. Apfelbaum: There are ten 
members of the board. The presi- 
dent, and three vice-presidents at 
large. They are elected for two 
year terms. 

Reporter: Are any of them paid? 
Mr. Apfelbaum: No, all serve 
without pay. There are modest ex- 
pense allowances for travel, secre- 
tarial help and postage. 
Reporter: How is the organiza- 
tion financed? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: By the dues, 
four dollars a year; initiation fee, 
three dollars; income from invest- 
ments and contributions. 


Reporter: What kind of invest- 
ments? 
Mr. Apfelbaum: The = society 


funds allocated to various purposes 
are invested in government bonds 
and insured savings and loan so- 
cieties. 

Reporter: Is there any restric- 
tive policy in admitting new mem- 
bers to the A.P.S.? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: The only re- 
striction is that members must 
have a good character and reputa- 
tion as attested by two references 
and their proposer. There are no 
requirements of race, creed, or na- 
tionality. 

Reporter: Are there any other 
society activities that serve many 
of your members? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: The society acts 
as a sort of watch-dog of ethics 
of its. members, and the board of 
vice presidents is a court to in- 
vestigate complaints and censor 
members. There is an annual con- 
vention with its attendant exhibi- 
tion and dealer’ bourse. Society 
business is conducted there in open 
meeting with every member hav- 
ing the privilege of participating. 
There are official observers at the 
United Nations, The Pan American 
Union and Washington. Spurious 
and speculative issues of stamps 
are reported on and _ warned 
against. There is a membership 
book published every two years. 
Through its use members can cor- 
respond and visit for the creation 
of philatelic friendships. You had 
better stop me pretty soon because 
I cannot possibly exhaust the 
gains to collectors from member- 
ship. 

Reporter: You have given me a 
very broad picture of your Asso- 
ciation’s activities. I understand 
that you have 12,000 members. 
Naturally, they eventually grow 


to aid their heirs with the problems 
of liquidating a stamp collection? 
Mr. Apfelbaum: We have in all 
parts of the United States mem- 
bers who have recognized knowl- 
edge and integrity in stamp deal- 
ings. The heirs of every member 
are offered the services and guid- 
ance of one of these conveniently 
located counselors. Our experience 
is that such help is a means of 
promptly and satisfactorily solving 
the problem at hand. 

Reporter: How does an interest- 
ed collector go about joining the 
A.P.S.? 

Mr. Apfelbaum: Any member 
can propose a new member, but 
if someone who desires to join 
isn’t acquainted with a member 
he should write to H. Clay Musser. 
Executive Secretary, Box 800, 
State College, Pa. for an appli- 
cation blank. Mr. Musser will 
propose him, and the references 
that the applicant offers can testify 
to his character. ‘
